Joe Gilligan was always in control

WILMINGTON - "Never 
trouble trouble 'till trouble 
troubles you," was a favorite 
saying. of Joe Gilligan, 
Wilmington teacher, coach, 
guidance counselor and 
assistant principal. 

Gilligan, who died on 
Sunday at 84, was a calm, 
level-headed presence in the 
Wilmington schools for 
decades. A Marine, he came 
home from the Korean con- 
flict, completed college and 
became a science teacher 
and baseball coach. He was 
a strong influence on many 
generations of Wilmington 
youth 

Joe was unflappable. In 
class, he would seldom 
crack a smile, even as he 
was probably laughing on 
the inside. Sometimes, 
rarely, you might see a bit of 
a smirk, or one raised eye- 
brow. If someone tried to 
disrupt his class, he’d quiet- 
ly deal with the problem and 
continue teaching, always in 
control, yet never raising his 
voice. 

One student tossed a paper 


airplane. Joe immediately 


invited the young man for 
an afternoon visit. At the 
after-school session, * he 
handed the student a piece 
of graph paper and told him 
to cut along the lines. The 
next step would be to fold 
those tiny squares into 
paper airplanes. 

Joe Gilligan grew up on 
Burnap Street at Silver Lake 
in the 1930s and 1940s. His 
father, James Joseph 
Gilligan, Sr., was a teacher 
in Boston. An air raid work- 
er, he was one of many who 
responded to the Cocoanut 
Grove fire in 1942, where 492

people died. Jim Gilligan 
was a Wilmington selectman 


from 1946 to 1948. A lover of : 


sports, he was’ tennis 
instructor and a prime 
organizer of baseball teams 
at the lake. It was in that 
tradition that Joe grew up. 

Joe’s mother, Mary E. 
Gilligan, was Wilmington 
town clerk for ten years 
until her death in 1957. 

Joe wrote about his boy- 
hood at the lake, and it is a 
beautiful story, much longer 
than can be recounted here. 
It runs for 22 pages in Gerry 
O’Reilly’s book, “Silver 
Lake, Collected Memories.” 

Joe wrote about the 1938 
hurricane and a harrowing 
experience in the winter of 
1944 or 1945, with three-to- 
four foot snowdrifts. He 
wrote about hand tennis 
matches at the old dance 
floor, hockey games on the 
lake, ice cutting, bingo 
games and a Saint Bernard 
named Jaffrey, who roamed 
the area and would come to 
visit. 

O’Reilly wrote of his first 
day in the first-grade at the 
Silver Lake School. His 
mother left him there, and 
he was terrified. He started 
crying. But then two fourth 
graders, Joe Gilligan and 
George Forrest, came over 
and took him in to their cir- 
cle, and he was safe. 
O’Reilly said it was one of 
the most satisfying 
moments of his life. 

“That was Joe,“ said 
O’Reilly. “He was a force, by 
his personality.” 

Former Supt. of Schools 
Bill Fay was on the 1958 
Wilmington High baseball 
team, coached by Gilligan. 

“We had a veteran team 
returning, with good hitters, 
good defense and superb 
pitching led by Joe Peters 
and ‘Johnny Boy’ McCabe,” 
Fay wrote. “I learned a lot 
about patience from Joe as 
he watched us lose three of 
our first four games. Yet his 
demeanor and his coaching 
never wavered — no yelling, 
no screaming, just calmly 
pointing out our miscues 
and telling us how to 
improve. One time, after 
striking out, I slammed my 
helmet down.

Gilligan taught junior high 
school science, first in the 
high school, then at the 
North Intermediate. And 
when the West Intermediate 
School opened, Joe Gilligan 
became a guidance coun- 
selor in the new school. The 
school once put on a sketch 
of the Pink Panther, and 
Gilligan was a hit as 
Inspector Clouseau. 

He was the assistant prin- 
cipal at the West in 1979 
when a new principal came 
in. It was Bill Fay, who had 
played on his baseball team 
21 years before. 

“It was a little awkward for 
me, but not for Joe, as he 
was the consummate team 
player,” wrote Fay. “Joe 
handled the discipline and 
his sage quote is surely 
remembered by every kid 
who ever found his way to 
Joe’s office. "Never trouble 
trouble 'til trouble troubles 
you." — The, message was,

Newtown, one year later 


t was morning, a 

year ago,, when I 

was concluding a 
workout at the gym that 
the first somber notes of 
tragedy escaped the 
walls of Sandy Hook ele- 
mentary school to startle 
us all on the airwaves. 

Twenty children and six 
adults stolen from their 
families. 

The investigation is 
done, no charges filed, 
the killer having already 
killed himself and his 
mother, who had provid- 
ed- him with access to 
weapons. Though the 
investigation revealed 
that Adam Lanza never 
gave anyone any indica- 
tion of his plans. 

The 911 tapes released 
last week offer a final 
commentary on_ the 
tragedy, though I could 
not bring myself to listen 
to them. 

' Gun laws have changed 
in the wake of the 
tragedy, primarily at the 
state level, after attempts 
to restrict gun sales and 
conduct universal back- 
ground checks failed in 
Congress. Connecticut 
now has the second- 
strongest gun laws in the 
nation, behind California. 
' On Monday parents and 
relatives of Sandy Hook 
victims announced a new 
web-based venture for 
the public to honor the 
victims of the shooting. 

| MySandyHookFamily.org 
depicts a heart com- 
prised of the first names 
of the victims. Most 
names are clickable 
offering biographies of 
yarying length. Some 
Offer no information, 
another asks for the pub- 
lic to respect the privacy 
Of the victim’s family. It’s 
tasteful and honorable. 

*The site also links to the 


Sandy Hook Family Fund 
and the Sandy Ground 
Project. The former is a 
charitable fund that dis- 
burses donations to the 
victim’s families. The lat- 
ter highlights the efforts 
of Where Angels Play, 
memorial playgrounds 
being built and named for 
victims, often in Super 
storm Sandy ravaged 


lands in Connecticut, 
New York, and New 
Jersey. 

Locally, we saw 


impromptu’ candlelight 
vigils in Wilmington and 
Tewksbury where fami- 
lies came together to 
share grief for the lives 
lost. 

Both Wilmington and 
Tewksbury public schools 
have worked with first 
responders, teachers, and 
parents in the wake of 
Newtown to improve cri- 
sis response should the 
unthinkable ever happen. 
Efforts include new train- 
ing protocols for teach- 
ers, fundraisers to pro- 
cure necessary equip- 
ment to improve security 
at schools, and over- 
whelming support from 
residents. 

The Newtown communi- 
ty has asked for privacy 
this week, to be left alone 
from the glare of the 
cameras and allowed to 
grieve in peace. I hope we 
can all support that 
desire. 

This year December 14 
is a Saturday: Consider 
making a portion. of it a 
special day with your 
children, family, or 
friends in service to 
something or someone 
else. Newtown parents 
have called for kindness 
to honor victims. I can 
think of no better way to 
mark the day.

AG takes on Auto Insurance companies 
Have you ever been overcharged by your insurance company? 


BOSTON - For drivers that 
have, ever been wrongfully 
charged with causing an acci- 
feb overcharged on car 

ance, the Attorney 
General has some initiatives 
in mind for you. 

In a press release last week, 
Attorney General Martha 
Coakley announced an effort 
to imiplement greater protec- 
tions’ ‘and transparency for 
drivers who face motor vehi- 
cle ‘ihsurance surcharges. 
Coakley is urging the 
Legislature to implement 
changes to the law that would 
preverit consumers from pay- 
ing unwarranted costs. 

In‘‘a letter to the Joint 
Committee on Financial 
Services, AG Coakley 
expressed support for two 
House bills that would ensure 
that drivers who are wrong- 
fully determined to be at fault 
for auto accidents are not 
required to pay additional 
premiums, and a Senate bill 
uiring insurers to disclose 
rtain surcharges and how 
ivers can take steps to elim- 
ate them.

Currently, insurers are 
allowed to impose surcharges 
while consumers are waiting 
for their surcharge appeal 
hearings. If the Board of 
Appeal later vacates the sur- 
charge, the insurer is 
required by law to refund the 
surcharge to the consumer, 
but the AG’s Office has found 
that many insurers have 
failed to provide consumers 
with appropriate refunds. 

The AG’s Office began its 
investigation into auto insur- 
ance overcharges after 
receiving a complaint from a 
Met P&C customer whose 
surcharge had been vacated 
by the Board of Appeal in 
2010. The investigation 
revealed that by 2012, Met 
P&C failed to refund the con- 
sumer more than $700 in sur- 
charge premiums, which led 
to a settlement in January. In 
March, four auto insurance 
companies - The Premier 
Insurance Company of 
Massachusetts, | Plymouth 
Rock Assurance Corporation, 
Pilgrim Insurance Company, 
and Massachusetts 
Homeland Insurance 
Company - settled with the 
AG’s Office over similar alle- 
gations. The carriers will col- 
lectively make payments to 
the Commonwealth totaling 
$170,000. 

House Bill 848, An Act 
Relative to Motor Vehicle 
Insurance Surcharges, spon- 
sored by Representative John 
Binienda, requires insurers to 
reimburse the consumer the 
amount overcharged, with 
_interest, if the Board of

Senate Bill 438, An Act 
Promoting the Transparency 
of Automobile Insurance 
Surcharges, sponsored by 
Senator Barry Finegold, 
requires insurers to publicly 
disclose their merit rating 
plans, list -surchargeable 
events, as well as the circum- 
stances under which sur- 
charges may be removed or 
refunded. According to the 
letter, providing this informa- 
tion enables consumers to 
better compare companies 
and choose those companies 
which are likely to view their 
driving records most favor- 
ably. 

The Senate bill also requires 
insurers to itemize the premi- 
um charges associated with 
each accident or violation on 
the policyholder’s driving 
record.

WASHINGTON -_ The 
Department of Veterans 
Affairs recently posted an 
alert on its Facebook page 
warning of a marketing 
scam targeting veterans. 

A marketing company has 
purchased telephone num- 
bers that differ by one digit 
from the VA's national call 
center and the GI Bill call 
center. Callers who misdial 
and reach the fraudulent 


numbers will be offered a‘ 


gift card in exchange for 
personal and financial infor- 
mation -- including credit 
card information. 

According to the warning, 
after the caller's informa- 
tion is obtained, they may 
even be transferred to the 
VA number they were 
attempting to reach.

Mr. Estrella worked mainly 
in oils, but his talent also 
extended to other mediums. 
He was an accomplished 
sculpture, carver and collec- 
tor. Photography helped him 
in his art as he would take 
picture after picture of a 
piece of his intended work, a 
rigging on a sail for exam- 
ple. He then uses the picture 
to make sure the rigging is 
technically correct when he 
goes to paint the sail. 

Although Tony spent many 
hours on his own work, he 
found that teaching art was 
very fulfilling. He enjoyed 
his role as teacher stating 
that “you meet all types of 
people, and you feel good 
when they turn out some- 
thing they are proud of.” 
Over the years he had many, 
many students. Some of 
them were strictly hobby- 
ists, taking lessons for the 
night out or the cama- 
raderie of the classroom 
while others have taken 
their talents and exhibited 
or sold their works.

Sih grade Ryan School students learn first-hand why math matters

TEWKSBURY - Ryan School students

The conversation flowed from neu- 
rons and learning to concussions and 
the Xenith helmets that protect the 
brain. Just as math manipulatives 
help a student learn a concept and then 
solve a problem, they help Xenith engi- 
neers the same way. Engineers 
learned that it was important to not 
only protect the skull during impact, 
but the brain as well. Next they had to 
solve this problem by creating a hel- 
met that could absorb the trauma of 
impact and help prevent brain injuries. 

That evening, Xenith was featured on 
WCVB’s program Chronicle. Lindsey 
had no idea the company was head- 
quartered in Lowell and she invited 
them to speak with her class. 

Senior Industrial Designer Kyle 
Lamson and Controller Kerry Hughes, 


who were featured in the Chronicle 
segment, brought several helmet mod- 
els to show how the liner moves inside 
the shell, so the helmet can move inde- 
pendently when met with force. 
Students learned how shock absorbers 


_in.the helmet vent air.

“We are also studying weather in sci- 
ence,” Lindsey said. “We collect 
weather data from the weather station 
on top of the Ryan School and one 
aspect we collect is the air pressure. 
The kids found it interesting that the 
shock absorbers use the pressure of air 
to offset the hit to the helmet.” 

Students were able to see first-hand 
how the design of a football helmet can 
address variables such as fit, comfort, 
and protection. They asked thoughtful 
questions about design, cost, construc- 
tion, and alternate uses. 

“Can this technology be used in other 
sports helmets?” one student asked. If 
that were a math problem, he may 
have used math manipulatives to cal- 
culate the answer.

Still a third option, and an 
excellent inexpensive choice 
if you have a group, is to 
drive into Connecticut and 
get on a commuter train 
there.

astronauts on a variety of 
expeditions beyond low 
Earth orbit—ushering in a 
new era of space explo- 
ration.” .

‘Tewksbury coach Brian 
Aylward was a star run- 
ning back on that 1985 
team, and was an assistant 
under his father Bob with 
the 1996 team, as well as 
the 1995 team _ that 
advanced to the Super 
Bowl before losing. 

And this time he led the 
Redmen to the title as a 
head coach. Making it all 
the sweeter is. that he did it 
with his son, the now 
poised senior quarterback 
Johnny Aylward at the 
helm. 

It would probably be 
unfair to rank the titles in 
order of enjoyment for the 
coach, ‘but there is little 
doubt that he took great 
satisfaction in seeing this 
group gain some redemp- 
tion after their last trip to 
Foxboro. 

*I can’t explain in words 
what I felt in my gut stand- 
ing up here two years ago,” 
Aylward said. “There was 
so much pride for our kids 
who went out there and 
who were overmatched, 
coupled with an injury to 
our starting quarterback 
and putting a young 
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Johnny Aylward in there 
who was our next best guy 
to go out there, and we 
went down 28-0 and lost 35- 
0 and I took that personal- 
ly. 

“I think every single one 
of those kids took that per- 
sonally because we got 
laughed out of here. That 
was the rallying cry and 
we weren’t going to get 
laughed out of here 
tonight.” 

In fact, the Redmen did 
much more than that in a 
game that despite the final 
score was a hard fought 


contest throughout, with 


the Redmen leading just 
21-14 with less than four 
minutes left before they 
blew the game open down 
the stretch. 

Tewksbury was led by 
junior running back James 
Sullivan (21 carries, 125 
yards) who had four touch- 
downs on the night, the 
last one a pick-six with 36 
seconds left in the game to 
seal the victory, as well as 
a defense that rose up 
again and again for the 
Redmen' including twice 
stopping Plymouth South 
on fourth and _ short 
attempts in Tewksbury ter- 
ritory in the second half. 

After a first half that fea- 
tured just two possessions 
by each team, all resulting 
in long touchdown drives 
and a 14-14 tie at the break, 
the Redmen defense, led 
by Ethan Eloi, John 
Saunders and Alex 
Hamilton among others, 
came up with a huge stop 
on Plymouth South’s first 
possession of the half to 
swing momentum — in 
Tewksbury’s favor. 

Facing a fourth and one 
from the Tewksbury 26- 
yard line Panther quarter- 
back Andrew Shortall 
fumbled the exchange 


from center before being — 


bottled up by the Redmen 
defensive line, returning 
the ball to Tewksbury on 


‘ downs. 


From there the Redmen 
proceeded to go on a nine 
play 74-yard drive keyed by 
the running of Sullivan. 
Sullivan nearly scored ona 
33-yard run down the left 
sideline but was tripped up 
at the ten yard line on a 
shoestring tackle by the 
Panthers Ryan Morrissey.

Sullivan did get into the- 


end zone on a three yard 
run that actually covered 
about 15 yards with

“It was a play called fade 
seam-in.

Sting from two years ago was still there 


A much different: 
feeling the second 
time around

FOXBORO -- Two years 
ago on a cold December 
night, Tewksbury Memorial 
High School Football coach 
Brian Alyward stood on the 
podium along with his cap- 
tains at the time to accept 
the Division 2 Super Bowl 
finalist trophy. For him and 
the rest of the team, it was 
not an enjoyable moment, 
since after all the Redmen 
were defeated by an out- 
standing Duxbury team 35-0. 
That win for Duxbury pol-

And how the tides have 
turned. 

Two years later, this past 
Saturday night, Aylward was 
back on the podium. along 
with this year’s captains, 
Alex Hamilton, Eddie 
Matovu, Johnny . Aylward 
and Kevin Dick, and this 
time the feeling was much 
different. The team was cel- 
ebrating with the first 
Division 3 State 
Championship trophy, after 
thumping Plymouth South 
42-14 at Gillette Stadium. 


The win polished off 
Tewksbury’s perfect 13-0 sea- 
son. 


“I felt as though at some 
extent with our injured start- 
ing quarterback (Kevin 


_ Saunders) two years ago 


that we got laughed out of 
the joint and that was a driv- 
ing force in my brain and in 
these kids’ hearts simple as 
that,” said Aylward on 
Saturday night about the 
redemption factor. “That’s 
why they worked so hard and 
I’m just thrilled for them 


and I’m thrilled for our 


coaches.” 
Two weeks ago when 
Tewksbury defeated. Melrose 


in the Division 3 North 
Final, which put the Redmen 
back in the Super Bowl for 
the second time in three 
years, Aylward got .a bit 
emotional when talking 
about that opportunity to get 
back and play on the home 
field of the New England 
Patriots. 

“IT can’t explain in words 
what I felt in my gut stand- 
ing up here two years ago,” 
he said.

3. Be prepared - scout 
opposing teams and players 
and know how to adjust 
your team and athletes dur- 
ing games and certain situ- 
ations; 

4. Develop players. Know 
how to develop players from 
not only your team but your 
subvarsity teams. The key 
is make them better every 
single day starting from 
their first day at tryouts as 
ninth graders to their last 
game as seniors; 

5. Make sure the kids play 
for you - every second of 
the day, every practice and 
certainly every game. 
Relate to the kids and have 
them want to win for you, 
for themselves and for each 
other. . 


The last one, I’m such a 
firm believer in especially 
with high school sports. 
Sometimes kids totally tune 
coaches out who could know 
everything there is about 
the sport but they just don’t 
know how to relate to the 
kids and don’t know how to 
get the most out of them. 

In my 20 years here, there 
was no one better at getting 
the most out of kids than 
Dick Scanlon and Steve 
Levine. Hands down, no one. 

This past Saturday. night, 
the Tewksbury Memorial 
High School Football team 
won the Division 3 Super 
Bowl Championship. The 
team finished 13-0 and had 
the best season in the histo- 
ry of the program. 

Two weeks ago, the 
Wilmington High School 
Girls Soccer team finished 


the best season in program 
history when the team 
reached the state finals and 
lost in a shoot-out. Back in 
March, the WHS Boys 
Hockey team won its second 
straight state championship 
and the year before that 
Derek Doherty and the 
Redmen Boys Hockey team 
took home the trophy. 

In all four cases those 
teams got along very well, 
the individuals all played 
together very well, and they 
loved each other and had 
that incredible team chem- 
istry. So didn’t the Red Sox 
this year.- that was a big 
reason for the team’s World 
series title, but it really 
came down to many other 
ingredients starting with 
talent, executing offensive- 
ly, defensively and pitching, 
and getting great coaching 
where players were devel- 
oped. . 

The same goes with those 


four local high school 
teams, including most 
recently the Redmen 


Football team. We all knew 
that they had the talent. We 
all knew that they have 
been playing together for a 
long time. We also knew 
that the potential was there. 
But there’s much more to 
that. 

Brian Aylward and_ his 
staff certainly followed my 
simple rules of being suc- 
cessful. The staff certainly 
put the right kids in the 
right spots at the right time. 
The staff is tremendous - 
every single one of those 
guys could very well be a 
head coach somewhere else.

Aylward and his staff are 
always prepared, the film 
work and all of that goes 


without saying. The adjust- 
ments are incredible - just 
look at the two playoff 
games this. year with 
Marblehead and Saturday 
with Plymouth South. Look 
at what happened in the 
first half to the second half. 

Developing players? Go on 
down the line and look at 
kids like John Melloni, 
Ethan Eloi, Johnny 
Aylward, etc. 

Certainly there’s times 
when you scratch your head 
on play calls, but who does- 
n’t do that every sport, 
every team and with every 
coach no matter what level 
of play? That’s part of the 
enjoyment of watching 
sports, beingt he Monday 
morning Quarterback. 

Thatlast rule, playing hard 
for your coach every step of 
the day is a no-brainer 
when it comes to Brian 
Aylward and his staff. Who 
wouldn’t want to play hard 
for Paul Norton? I get 


pumped up listening to how 


inspirational and _ deter- 
mined he is on the sidelines 
and I don’t even play. The 
same came to be said when 
Brian Aylward:-- and the 
same with his father for 
that matter -- answer ques- 
tions from the press about 
the team and its character. 
It’s awesome, it’s so uplift- 
ing, motivational and from 
the heart every single time 
out. I love listening to him 
when he’s like that and it 
gives me the chills more 
often than not. I can only 
imagine what his .pre-game 
speeches are like. 

When Tewksbury won on 
Saturday night, you heard 
all of those quotes about 
“team” and “chemistry” 
which is fine because every

After Central blocked a

close, the Raiders needed a’ 


big play and they got it when 
Milano handed to Mayrie 
and the UNH bound senior 
raced 52 yards for a touch- 
down, running over one 
would be tackler and dodging 
another on the way to end 
zone. 

“That was huge because we 
know that Xaverian is a very 
good team and they could 
score again, so it was very 
important to come back and 
show that we could score 
with them,” Milano said.

Milano and the Raiders 
were not done making bi 
plays. Leading 27-17 with a 
little over four minutes to go 
in the game, Central found 
themselves facing a third- 
and-20 at the Xaverian 46- 
yard line and in danger of 
giving the ball back to 
Hawks with a chance to pull 
closer. 

But Milano found ace 


receiver Cody Demers along 
the right sideline for a 25 
yard gain down to the 21-yard 
line, giving the Raiders a 
first down and all but icing 
the game right there. 

“Coach told us we had two 
plays to get the 20 yards, so 
this was only supposed to be 
a ten or twelve yard play,” 
Milano said. “But Cody used 
his athletic ability and his 
smarts to stretch it for a first 
down.” 

Later in the drive Milano 
and Demers _ connected 
again, this time on a 19-yard 
strike to the corner of the 
end zone to cap an 86-yard 
drive and make the score 34- 
17 with 2:23 left, Milano’s 
15th touchdown pass of the 
season to go along with 14 
touchdown runs. 

“It was the same play,” 
Milano said. “We saw Cody 
lined up one-on-one. We 
knew they would put their 
best defender on him, but he 
just went on a slant and go 
and went up and caught it. 
He never lost focus on it and 
made a great play.” 

While the Raiders will lose 
some key players off of this 
year’s team, including 
Mayrie and Demers, they do 
bring back a talented group, 
including Milano, to try and 
defend their Division 1 title. 

While still basking in the 
glow of this year’s Super 
Bowl, Milano realizes it is 
not too early to look ahead. 

“After having now been to 
the Super Bowl and winning 
it, it just makes me want to 
get back there even more,” 
Milano said. “I know we are 
losing a lot of key kids, but 
we also know we will have a 
lot of kids who will step up 
for us.

McKenna named interim coach 


Pimental takes leave of 
absence from wrestling post

Prior to the winter of 1994, 

the Wilmington High School 

Wrestling program was cer- 
tainly not at an elite level. 

But for the past 19 years, 

that’s been a different story. 


After months of trying to’ 
‘come to a decision, Mike 


Pimental has decided to take 
a leave of absence for this 
season and will decide most 
likely at the end of the 
school year if he’ll return as 
the head Wrestling Coach for 
the 2014-’15 season. 

In the meantime, Joel 
McKenna, the team’s assis- 
tant coach for the past six 
years, has been named the 
interim coach. and Kevin 
Riley will serve as his assis- 
tant. 

Pimental said the reason 
for the decision to take a 
year off is mainly due to a 
very long commute he since 


he and his family reside on» 


the South Shore. 

“I absolutely love coach- 
ing,” he said. “It’s been such 
a big part of my life. But in 
the last few years, starting a 
family and living South of 
Boston, the commute has 
become very difficult. On an 
average my commute is two 
to three hours once I leave 
here from practice. 

“I don’t get home until 7 
o’clock and by that time my 
son is just about to go to bed. 
When I come home on 
Tuesdays, I put him to bed 
and don’t see him until 
Thursday because we have 
meets on Wednesday and the 
same thing on Fridays, I 
don’t see him until Sundays 
because of meets on 
Saturdays so that’s very 
tough. 

“I’ve been thinking about it 
for a while and I love coach- 
ing so much and it’s very dif- 
ficult for me to even think 
about it. I start thinking 
about the decision at night 
and I can’t sleep. After this 
season, I’ll reassess the situ- 
ation and we’ll go from 
there.” 

Pimental grew up in 
Vermont and_ graduated 
from Mount Anthony High 
School, arguably the most 
well known wrestling pro- 
gram in New England. He 
was a state champion in 1989 
went onto 
Springfield College and 


wrestled there. Pimental 
graduated in the spring of 
1994 and then became the 
third wrestling coach at 
WHS in the winter of that 
year. He followed ‘Mike Nee 

(1979-1993) and Tommy 
Aylward (1 season, 93-94). 

Through his 19 years as 
head coach, Pimental has a 
record of 192-158-5, which 
includes a combined league 
record of 71-37-2 between the 
Merrimack Valley 
Conference and Cape Ann 
League. 

Before Pimental came on, 
Nee coached for 14 years 
and compiled just over 100 
wins, notching that mile- 
stone during the 1991 cam- 
paign. He coached three 
individuals (one twice) to 


sectional championship 
titles. i ea 
But then Pimental came on 


and that success went 
through the roof. Here’s a 
glimpse of what he accom- 
plished: 

¢ Coached seven different 
individuals (one multiple) to 
a state championship title, 
including the first ever Billy 
Tate in 97, and then Pat 
Heffernan in 2000, Marc 
Sollazzo in ‘01, Derek Hanley 
in ‘02 and ‘03, Roman Walsh 
in ‘03, Steve Sughrue in ‘07 
and Kenny Joyce in ‘08. 

¢ Coached Derek Hanley to 
become the only WHS 
Wrestler in the history of the 
program to capture an all- 
state championship coming 
in 2003. 

¢ Coached ten different 
individuals, two who did it 
multiple times, to sectional 
championship titles. 

¢ Coached the team to its 
first and only Division 3 
Sectional Championship title 
in ‘00-01. 

* Coached 19 individuals, 

several multiple times, to 
Cape Ann League individual 
league championship titles. 
. * Coached four wrestlers to 
New England place finishes, 
including Tate (5th in ‘97), 
Hanley (5th in ‘02 and 2nd in 
03) and Walsh (3rd in ‘03). 

Pimental also guided the 
Wildcats to six straight win- 
ning seasons from the 2000- 
’01 season to the 2005-06 sea- 
son including establishing a 
program best 17-7 record in 
2003-’04. 

Over the last three seasons, 
mostly with younger and 


less experienced wrestlers, 
the Wildcats have finished 
with records of 10-10, 6-12 


and 11-13, including starting- 


out 0-5 this past year and fin- 
ishing the season on a very 
strong note. 

He said it was at the con- 
clusion of this past season 
when he started to engage in 
talks with Athletic Director 


Ed Harrison about his~ 


dilemma. 

“I have been contemplating 
it for several years now,” 
said Pimental. “And I’ve had 
several long talks with Mr. 


Harrison and went to him- 
for advice and guidance and~ 


he’s such the perfect person’ 
for that. He totally under.’ 
stood my dilemma and my’ 


way of thinking. He couldn’t» 


possibly have been more: 


understanding and support- 


ive on how I feel with things - 


and moving forward with 
this decision.” 

Harrison expects Pimental 
to still be involved in some 
capacity. 

“Mike will still be very 
much 


wrestling. program,” said 


involved with our 


Harrison. “I believe he need-- 


ed a little flexability with his - 


schedule. The program is in 
good hands and Mike will be 
available to Joel and Kevin 
when needed.” 

McKenna has been 
involved with the program 
for many years and is also 
the Head Girls Varsity and 
JV Volleyball Coach _ at 


Tewksbury Memorial High ° 


School. 

“Joel has been a great 
assistant for the past five or 
six years,” said Pimental. 
“He has a great passion for 
the sport and he’ll do what 
he needs to do to build the 
program and keep it moving 
in the right direction.” 

Riley, a history teacher at 
WHS, who has been involved 
with the program as a volun- 
teer for the last’ decade or 
so, as well as serving as an 
assistant coach on with the 
football . program, mostly 


coaching the freshmen play- 


ers.

Saldana) tells him that she’s 
pregnant with another man’s 
child, is quietly devastating — 
Russell, still carrying a torch 
for her, visibly swallows his 
hopes while choking out a 
heartbroken but sincere “I’m 
so happy for you.” Russell 
doesn’t talk about how he 
feels about things, he just 
deals with them, and we know 
without his ever telling us that 
he loves his brother more 
than anything in the world. 

Cooper goes astray with 
one shockingly dumb plot con- 
trivance — a crucial phone 
call that is accidentally/con- 
veniently recorded to provide 
a trail of evidence — but his 
command of the mounting 
tension in "Out of the 
Furnace" is impressive. 

There are big stars in "Out 
of the Furnace," which boasts 
six actors with Oscar nomina- 
tions, but there's no show- 
boating here. Everyone fits 
snugly into Cooper's gritty, 
authentic drama, which opens 
with a scene of beauty, but 
proceeds to get uglier and 
uglier.

upgrades, which  Petrin 
declared are certainly needed 
in Burlington. 


“The towns that currently 
exist in the grant found 
Burlington as the ideal part- 
ner to add, due to its proximi- 
ty to the towns in the NMCOG. 

“The second grant unani- 
mously approved by the 
Selectmen was the Middlesex

The UMass Lowell soft- 
ball team enjoyed some of 
its best seasons in its histo- 
ry during the career of 
Kristen (Mahoney) Farrell, 
who starred from 2004-07. It 
was not a coincidence. 

After a 26-25 season in 
Farrell's freshman year, the 
River Hawks went 91-55 over 
the next three seasons 
(.623), reached the NCAA 
Tournament twice and cap- 
tured the 2007 Northeast-10 
Tournament Championship. 

UMass Lowell's magnifi- 
cent run to the 2007 title and 
the NCAA Tournament East 
Region semifinal was large- 
ly due to Farrell, who 
enjoyed her best si season as a 
senior. 

With a 15-17 record two- 
thirds into the season, 
UMass Lowell rolled to nine 
wins in its final 12 games of 
the regular season . 

Needing to win the NE-10 
Tournament to make the 
NCAAs, the River Hawks 
stormed to four straight vic- 
tories - including a 42 win 
over No. 1/host Le Moyne 
(4-2) - in large part to 
Farrell, who won all four 
games and threw all but five 
innings. She was named the 
Tournament Most Valuable 
Player. 

UMass Lowell cruised 
over Le Moyne (41) and 
Georgian Court (3-0) in the 
first two rounds of the 
NCAAs, but suffered consec- 
utive 0-2 losses to finalists 
Bryant and C.W. Post to end 
the season. 

"Kristen was. the face of 
UMass. Lowell softball when 
she was with us," said for- 
mer head coach Harry 
Sauter, who served from 
1995-2010. "From her first 
game in the circle for us, 
through our two visits to the 
NCAA's and the final NE-10 
championship . game, she 
was all that she could be. 
She was the best pitcher 
UMass Lowell ever had and, 
she took it upon herself to 
convey that 
championship/leadership 
quality and style to the rest 
of the team." 

Six years removed from 
the program, Farrell's 
name remains atop several 
career lists: victories (70), 
strikeouts (598), shutouts 
(25), complete games (77), 
innings pitched (673.0) and 
starts (101).

exercise, home-based exercise, 
antidepressant therapy, or a 
placebo pill. Those in the exer- 
cise and antidepressant 
groups had higher rates of 
remission than those in the 
placebo group, and 
Blumenthal concluded that 
exercise was generally compa- 
rable to antidepressants for 
men and women with major 
depressive disorder. In addi- 
tion, in following up with 
patients a year _ later, 
Blumenthal. found that those 
who continued to exercise had 
lower depression scores than 
those participants who were 
less active. 


Blumenthal's- study was 
not the only one to conclude 
that exercise can have a posi- 
tive impact on mood. In.a 
review of 11 studies that exam- 
ined the effects of exercise on 
mental health, — Boston 
University professor of psy- 
chology Michael Otto and his 
colleagues found that exercise 
could be a powerful tool when 
treating clinical depression, 
and even recommended clini- 
cians include exercise as part 
of their treatment plans for 
depressed patients. 


Antidote to anxiety 


Some researchers, Otto 
included, have begun to exam- 
ine the effects of exercise on 
treating and possibly prevent- 
ing anxiety. The body's nerv- 
ous system responds quickly 
when people feel frightened or 
threatened, often causing the 
body's heart rate to increase 
and sweating and dizziness to 
occur. Those people who are 
especially sensitive to anxiety 
respond to these feelings with 
fear, and that makes them 
more likely to develop panic 
disorders. But Otto and fellow 
researcher Jasper Smits of 
the Anxiety Research and 
Treatment Program at 
Southern Methodist 
University studied the effects 
that regular workouts might 
have on people prone to anxi- 
ety. Since exercise produces 
many of the same physical 
reactions, such as sweating

and an elevated heart rate, the 
body produces when. respond- 
ing to fear or threats, Otto and 
Smits wanted to determine if 
exercise might help people 
prone to anxiety become less 
likely to panic when experi- 
encing fear or threats, In 
studying 60 participants with- 
heightened sensitivity to anxi- 
ety, Otto and Smits found that 
the subjects who participated 
in a two-week exercise pro- 
gram__ exhibited marked 
improvements in anxiety sen- 
sitivity compared to those 
participants who did not take 
part in the exercise program. 
Otto and Smith concluded that 
this improvement was a result 
of the exercise group partici- 
pants learning to associate the 
symptoms common to both 
fear and exercise, such as 
sweating and an elevated 
heart rate, with something 
positive (exercise) instead of 
something negative (anxiety).
